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SOVIET DIPLOMACY 
One of the serious problems for 
the western powers lm how to get a- 

long with Russia. You either have 
the opinion that it cannot be done 
or you find it a mystery — the sol¬ 
ving of which Is like putting a com¬ 
plicated puzzle together. The first 
thing to know is that Russian del¬ 
egates never speak their own minds. 
When they present an opinion, it is 
one that has been “handed" down 
from Uncle Joe Stalin. No Russian 
dare compromise. He has to carry 
out the "terms” which were given 
him. This is a part of the system — 
there can be no question of opinion 
from higher up. For this reason, 
Molotov and other Russians appear 
inordinately stubborn on most points 
Really they must follow the pattern 
set out for them. They have always, 
without question, accepted orders 
from the 'Head; to expect anything 
different when they attend a peace 
conference is too much. Dictatorship 
is like that, everybody but the Head 
takes orders. No matter what course 
they may take, it will always be doc¬ 
umented. This is an easier matter 
with the Russians than the Western 
powers because they go to the con¬ 
ference table with their policy set, 
and without ever considering the 
necessity of compromise. This gives 
the impression that the Russians 
think their plans are always right, 
at least they always speak and act 
as if they thought so. If, suddenly, 
the Kremlin alters or reverses its’ 
policy, the Russian will argue a- 
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whole heartedly the day before. It 
never occurs to him that such an 
about face makes his fellows gasp, 
or greatly annoys them. 

The Russians understand the Orien¬ 
tal viewpoint when bargaining. He 
begins by asking way more than he 
ever expects to get. Stubbornly he 
reduces his price, ag if granting a 
special favor. The time this takes 
irks a westerner, but is rather enjoy 
ed by the Russian. 

The Russian delegates remarks 
at the Paris Peace Conference may 
have been uttered as part of their 
bargaining process. Molotov never 
worries about the voters at home, 
Bevins and Byrnes must please elect 
ors or face party defeat at the polls 
This may account for the difference 
in their speeches. 

The public is still not convinced of 
Russian sincerity, nor do we under¬ 
stand the Russian mind well enough 
to see beyond the smoke screen 
which he throws up.

Snaps and Scraps 


Last week, Kng George II of 
Greece returned to his native land 
as King after having been in e*le. 
The I ght blue and white striped flag 
with the white cross flew from the 
tops of buildings and in the streets 
as well as from many open w ndows. 
The white on the Greek flag stands 
for Peace and Purity, the blue for 
Truth and Loyalty. The nine white 
and blue stripes represent the nine 
syllables in the Greek phrase. "Eleu- 
theria a thantos” meaning “Liberty 
or Death." The sross is on the flag 
because of the part the Church play¬ 
ed in the winnig of the indetpendance 
of the Greek people from the Otto¬ 
man Empire in 1821. At that time,* 
the Greeks were in battle with the 
Turkish forces near a monastery. 
The monks joined the fightng, and, 
as they did not have a banner or 
flag, one monk took his white pleat¬ 
ed skirt while another monk removed 
his blue underrobe. Together, the 
white and blue colors were raised. 
The incident was the inspiration for 
the Greek flag of to-day. 

Robert J.O. Stead was bom in 
Middeviile, Ontario, In 1880. Young 
Robert came west with his parents 
when but two years of age. When 
old enough he went to school in a 
one room country school, but as far 
as education in a school room goes, 
Mr Stead baa bad very little. 


He was first known as a poet when 
he had his war poem, “Kitchener," 
published which was soon followed 
by other poems us w-ell as novels, 
but it is for his novel^ * The Cow 
Puncher," that he is best known. 
"The Cow Puncher," is the .story of 
a western cowboy who went to 
France to fight for his native land, 
and did not return. To his sou, who 
had never seen his father, fell the 
task of building a home n the west 
for himself und his mother. 

Robert Stead bus been on the staff 
of the Calgary Moruiaig Albertan, 
since 1918 he lias been the Director 
of Publicity for the Department of 
Immigration and Colonization of Can 
ada for the Dominion Government.

QAUX,’Switzerland. — Mrs. Gordon 
Conant, Girl Guide commissioner for 
Ontario, was one of the chief jtpefck- 
ers at the weekend sessions aof the 
European Assembly for Moral Re- 
hrmament at Caux, Switzerland.

MAY END SOON 


Conclusion Of Bread Rationing In 
Britain la Seen 

^ LONDON.— First shipments of 1946 
Canadian wheat are expected in the 
United Kingdom nnd there is rising 
speculation that bread rationing, 
imposed in July, will be ended in a 
few weeks. 

Bakers arc considering a volun¬ 
tary flour rationing scheme at the 
invitation of the food ministry. 

Spokesmen said they could say 
nothing of when rationing would end 
but recalled that Food Minister John 
Strachey said it would end at the 
soonest possible moment. 

Rationing was imposed to meet the 
temporary shortage situation pend¬ 
ing the wheat harvest. 

The fuss about rationing has sub¬ 
sided after angry disputes over the 
adequacy of nine ounces daily as the 
basic ration, the difficulty of collect¬ 
ing ration points, nnd protests from 
bakers that the scheme was unwork¬ 
able.

Critics of Mr. Strachey still say the 
costly rationing scheme was unneces¬ 
sary as the gap between visible sup¬ 
ply and early harvests was small. 
The minister is expected to reply 
that the recent disaster to Britain’s 
wheat crop on which he depended 
until Canadian wheat became avail¬ 
able in bulk, associated with United 
States labor difficulties which ham¬ 
pered food shipments, proved how 
essential it was to have control over 
wheat and flour use and to see that 
available supplies were fairly distri¬ 
buted. 


Countries Seek To Better Safety 
Standards For l^ong Distance 
Flights 

WASHINGTON.—The trans-Atlan¬ 
tic airliner crash near Gander, Nfld., 
has focussed new attention on efforts 
being made by most aviation-minded 
countries to raise safety standards 
for long distance flights. 

Among factors under study, most 
and possibly all involved in the New¬ 
foundland crash, are these: 

1. Standardization of radio and 
other aids to navigation. 

2. Reduction of fire hazards in 
flight and after rough landings. 

3. Greater protection for pas¬ 
sengers in event of crashes. 

4. Ways of establishing adequate 
facilities for finding and rescuing 
accident victims. 

Information available in advance 
of reports by official investigators in¬ 
dicates the pilot, because of unsatis¬ 
factory weather conditions at Gan¬ 
der, apparently decided to go on to 
one of the alternate fields on route.* 

It is possible confusion then arose 
as to what radio beam was being 
followed.

OTTAWA. — Canada's agricultural 
scientists have come through with 
another Victory over nature. 

This time it’s a new man-made 
variety of oats, so new that it hasn’t 
yet been given a name. Its peculiar 
feature is that it is able to resist all 
the strains of stem and crown rust 
that appear in Canada and which in 
some sections forced farmers to 
abandon oat production and turn to 
other cereals. 

The strain also will resist loose 
nnd covered smut which has made its 
appearance in some oat-growing 
areas. 

The product of 14 years of check¬ 
ing and cross-breeding, the new 
variety has been developed by plant 
breeders and pathologists at the Do¬ 
minion rust research laboratory at 
Winnipeg. 

Officials said it was hoped that by 
next spring some 1,500 bushels of the 
new seed may be available for distri¬ 
bution to selected seed growers to 
increase production of seed to the 
point where there will be enough for 
all who want it. 

This is not the first oats variety 
that is resistant to rust, a disease in 
which rust-colored spots develop on 
the stem, leaf or crown of the grain 
and retard its maturity. But it is 
the first strain that is resistant to all 
the various types of rust. 

Work on the new variety was 
started in 1932 when some seed of a 
South American variety of oats 
known as Victoria was obtained from 
the United States department of 
agriculture and was crossed with a 
sister strain of Vanguard, a variety 
resistant to certain stem rust and 
now widely-grown across Canada.

URGES A CHANGE 


Anthony Eden Thinks New Approac h 
To Russia Is Necessary 

LONDON.—Anthony Eden, war¬ 
time foreign minister in Winston 
Churchill’s coalition government, in 
a speech urged adoption of a "new 
approach” to Russia by Britain and 
the United States because the pres¬ 
ent relationships contain an ‘‘immi¬ 
nent threat of war.” 

Mr. Eden told an audience at sub¬ 
urban Watford that only “a new 
spirit and a new approach” can 
"avoid fatal consequences.” 

Ht echoed Mr. Churchill’s call for 

a United States of Europe and said 
"there Is no reason why the two 
ideologies” of communism and 
capitalism ‘‘should not live together 
in peace if both will . . . not back 
their fancies in every other land.” 

"Restraint may be difficult to prac¬ 
tice, but surely this is not too much 
to ask as the price for enduring 
peace.” 

In his discussion of relations with 
Russia, Mr. Eden declined to outline 
a method for a ‘‘new approach”, sug¬ 
gesting instead that “it is for the 
governments to judge how such a 
new approach could be undertaken.” 
He said “too often suspicions, how¬ 
ever groundless at the start, harden 
into facts.” 

"A positive effort to dissipate these 
suspicions is required from the great 
powers. They cannot be content with 
the day-to-day wrangles of the Paris 
peace conference and the security 
council.”

Across Canada 



An 'all-time high ' enrolment of 
900,000 membern to undertake a 
f ve point programme of service 1 b 
the ambitious ohejctivo of the Can¬ 
adian Red Cross Enrolment Week 
now underway ac ros B Canada, accord 
ing to information from M ss Jean 
fc. Drown, National Director of the 
Junior Red Cross. In making tit’s 
National appeal. Miss Brown stated: 

"Th e 1 r Junior Red Cross Week 
in Canada, the week when we hope 
that every school in Canada which 
hus not already enrolled in Junior 
Red Cross for the School year 1940- 
47, will do so at once. 

"At Che beginning or the scliocl 
year all members of the Jun or Red 
Cross must he enrolled in their 
s-chool branches to be considered 
active members of the organisation. 
By this means we el initiate all dead 
wood. When a group of school girls 
and hoys sends a complete enroll¬ 
ment form to the provincial Junior 
Red Cross office they mean business. 
"The Canadian Jun or Red Cross is 
an important part of the world 
membership of 30 million Juniors, 
the largest organizaton of youth in 
the history of the world" 

Junior lied Cross OMiciuls are 
hopeful of bettering the enrolment 
f gure of 827,000 Juniors as at the 
end of the past school year in order 
to successfully undertake their five 
point programme of service during 
the present school year 1. the pro¬ 
motion of health, 2. relief for cli Id 
victims of the war, 3. entertainment 
of veterans in hospital, 4. ci ppled 
children’s work in Canada, and 5. 
international exchange of correspon¬ 
dence. 

The starting point of the Jim’or 
Red Cross programme is the* observ¬ 
ance of the rules on the health rule 
cards received upon enrolment or re- 
enrolment. Health work, however, 
does not stop at this point. Within 

the few wuokH, Junior members 

lmvo annwered an Appeal from l»r. 
W. ft. Franks of the Hunting Insti¬ 
tute, to supply him w th large numb¬ 
ers of "Walking Stick" insects for 
use in cancer research, in recognit¬ 
ion of tlie r work l)r. Franks referr- 
adian Junior Red Cross have expend 
ed to Junior Red cross members as 
‘‘fellow research workers." 

In connection with relief the Can¬ 
ed over one half m llioii dollars on 
relief for the child victims of war in 
China, India, Great Br tain, Norway, 
France, Chechoslovakia, Poland, 
Yugoslavia and Greece. This work 
is to be continued dur ng the coming 
year. 

Junior Red Cross effort in Canada 
s one of constant expansion in work 
for crippled ch ldreu and the new 
programme for providing entertain¬ 
ment for veterans in hospital. In tli 
past the Juniors have made games, 
boards, bed rests, draw ng easels, 
and other items for tlie entertain¬ 
ment and comfort of hospitalized 
veterans. 

Outstanding example of Junior 
Red Cross crippled ch ldren’s work 
until this summer confined to paying. 


the expenses of handicapped child¬ 
ren n Canada whose parents could 
not afford treatment, is the case of 
Ranipersnd Jaggernauth, a boy of 
East Indian parentage living in 
Trinidad, who had a completely use¬ 
less r ght leg, the aftermath of in¬ 
fantile paralysis when he was a year 
old. The Quebec division of the Jun¬ 
ior Red Cross responded to a request 
from Nationul Office to undertake 
to hr ng the boy from Trinidad to 
Montreal for treatment. Following a 
decision by the surgeon at the Royal 
Victoria Hospital, Montreal, not to 
amputate and after threfe operations 
there s hope that he will be able to 
return to Trinidad in a few months 
on his feet without crutches. 

Because there is still great want 
among the child victims of war and 
the many cr ppled children in Can¬ 
ada; veterans in hospital who need 
entertainment, and, last but not 
least, the great obligation of the Jun- 
ion Red Cross to work for good 
health for themselves and others, 
the Junior Red Cross is seeking to 
increase their membership to take 
care of the work in the present 
school year.

POULTRY STEALING 

Tlie stealing of poultry has been a 
regular bus ness with certain indiv¬ 
iduals for many years and the more 
intensified Hie poultry are in any 
area, the greater is the likel hood of 
stealing being done on a large scale 
in spite of our regulations, police 
and all that wo can do to prevent 
steal ng wo estimate that each year 
many thousands of chickens ami 
turkeys are stolen on our prairie 
farms. This will be particularly tru * 
with the turkey marketing season 
approaching and. the time of our 
heavy Christmas demand for poultry 
meats. 

Vury often poultry thieve* work 
m pairs and visit the farm premises, 
a day or several days before this 
actual theft takes place. The usual 
procedure is to drive right into tlie 
barnyard f possible. There one en¬ 
gages the farmer in conversation, 
usually trying to buy some poultry 
while the other busies himself look¬ 
ing over tlie premises in order to 
size up the possibilities. 

Remember that regulations require 
that anyone buying your poultry 
must be in possession of a poultry 
buying license. Buying 1 censes are 
not issued to anyone who is not a 
licensed merchant. Therefore, these 
itinerant buyers cannot get a license 
and are buying illegally. If any per¬ 
son should call at your premises to 
buy poultry, ask to see his buying 
license, get h s name from the side 
of the truck and tilie truck license 
number, and turn this information 
over to vour nearest A.C.M.P. detach 
ment or forward it to tlie Poultry 
Comm ssioner, Parliament Buildings 
Edmonton. By all means do not let 
any strangers look over your farm 
premises, and if they call in pairs 
keep them together.

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POLISH VETERANS FOR 
FARM LABOUR 

Some 1500 Polish Veterans arrive 
at the end of September to work on 
farms throughout Canada. This group 
will be the first of 4,000 Polish Vet¬ 
erans to be brought to Canada under 
arrangements made by the Dominion 
Department of Labour. The newcom¬ 
ers will be men with previous agri¬ 
cultural experience who have been 
carefully selected by a committee 
whose members are familiar with 
the type of worker required. Those 
men coming to Alberta will help 
chiefly with the sugar beet and veg¬ 
etable crops of the south, and with 
the year round work of dairying and 
mixed farming. 

The Polish Veterans will be brought 
to Canudu on the understanding ihut 
they will work In agriculture for a 
period of two years. Fa lure to live 
up to this agreement may result in 
their being returned to the country 
of origin. A farmerwho makes uppl - 
cation for the services of a Polish 
Veteran will agree to employ h in 
for at least one year at gp ng wages, 
which must not be less than $45. per 
month on the average for theyear. 


Farmers who require the services 
of these men are advised to obtain 
application forms and farm labour 
orders as early as post* ble. Forms 
can behad from National Employ¬ 
ment O ces, District Agriculturists 
and local railway agents. 


USEFUL EGG COOLER 
AND HUMIDIFIER 

Dzperimental work lias shown de- 
tlnitely that to maintain the quality 
of eggs they must be kept in an at¬ 
mosphere that is both cool and 
mo st U5 degrees Fahrenheit tem¬ 
perature and above 75 per cent hum¬ 
idity. A well ventilated cellar serves 
the purpose excellently, but where 
a cellar is not available the same re¬ 
sults may he obtained by tlie use of 
an egg cabinet— an egg cooler anil 
hum d'lfier in one—such as has been 
evolved through the co-operative 
work of the poultry division and the 
Agricultural Engineering Secton, 
Field Husbandry Division, Central 
klxpennental Farm Ottawa.

For the benefit of prairie farmers, 
Line Elevators Farm Service main¬ 
tains and operates one of the most 
modern cereal seed tcstfng labora¬ 
tories in Canada. It i» well equip¬ 
ped and efficiently staffed. This 
year it will undertake to make a 
complete clinical examination of 
farmers’ seed samples of wheat, 
oats, barley, rye and flax. This 
examination will include the follow¬ 
ing important tests. 

1. Germination. High value will 
be attached to the ability of the 
seed to germinate and produe< 
strong plants. 

2. Weed Seeds. Samples will b< 
examined for the presence of weed 
seeds, particularly seeds of noxious 
weeds. 

3. Smuts. All samples of wheat, 
oats and barley will be tested for 
surface-borne smut. Seed treat¬ 
ment recommendations will be 
made. 

4. Other Diseases. The presence 
of seedling blight and other seed- 
borne diseases will be reported. 

5. Mechanical Injury. This tc t 
is particularly important for llax 
Other samples will be examined foi 
severe embryo and seed coat injury. 

0. Purity oj Variety. lids is 
strictly a growing test and will be 
confined to wheat. Samples will be 
grown in the field next summer and 
analysed for varietal purity. 

No effort will be spared to make 
these test. -s as reliable as possible. 
All methods of testing will be essen¬ 
tially similar to those developed and 
employed by the seed and plant 
pathological laboratories of t lie 
I)ominioii Government. 

Farmers should submit sample.- 
for testing to their nearest Line 
Elevator agent as soon as possible, 
and inform him as to the tests 
required. Samples must be at 
least 4 ounces and not more than 
(i ounces of cleaned seed, and should 
bo truly representative of the seed 
lot from which they were taken. 
Line Elevator agents will provide 
suitable envelopes and forward the 
samples to Line Elevators Farm 
Service, Winnipeg.

Field Marshal Smuts 


Never Accused Of Having 
Bought With Gold 

If ever there was a man in this 
world who could never be accused of 
having been bought by British gold— 
they used to say that in the old days, 
when the British had gold—it is Field 
Marshal Jan Smuts, Prime Minister 
of South Africa. This superlatively 
educated and experienced old man, I 
who certainly gave Kitchener a merry f 
chase in the Boer War, has come out 
in the declaration that British im¬ 
perialism, as such, the extension of 
the Empire, went out after the Boer 
war, the war in which he fought the 
British. Of course, enlightened Cana¬ 
dians have a good idea of all that but, 

(unfortunately, to the South, they still 
think in different terms. 

The evolution has been from 
colonies to Dominions. It Is still go~ 
ing on, as in the case of India to¬ 
day, the approach to self-govern¬ 
ment. Ireland has it right now in 
effect. We could have it, even to the 
extent of staying out of Britain’s 
wars. Quebec wants it, but ivhat is 
not realized in the neighboring prov¬ 
ince yet, and it may be in due course, 
is that while Quebec can stay out of 
a British war, it can’t stay out of a 
! United states war. That lesson was 
pretty close to home in the last few 
l years and it is hoped that it will 
never be closer in the days to come. 

However, Jan Smuts is a world 
statesman. He did not mention the 
name of Henry Wallace who decried
